POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


THE LAYING STOCK, 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Foultry Correspondent says :— 
These include last year’s birds that have 

been laying since the beginning of winter, 
hens that have been used this season in 
the breeding pens, and perhaps older 
birds. Of these the ones to be got. rid of 
are those too old for another year’s lay-

ing, and all that have not. proved láin 
selves good producers. Thin all the flocks 
of unprofitable birds, and keep none but 
the best. As we before suggested, keep 
the old hens as long as they are laying, 
and feed them well to keep them going, 
but the moment they stop kill or dispose 
of them at once, Broodiness may cause a 
quick moult, so that it may be well to 
clear off any that become broody. Cocks 
not required for further breeding should 
also bé disposed of at once. The keeping 
of male birds running with the hens all 
the year is a loss.in more ways than one.

Sup. ‘.tendent of the House of Charity, 
Drogheda, to produce his two children, John 
M. Kavanagh and William Robert Kavanagh, 
who had been committed to these institutions 
by an order of District Justice Sullivan. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., and Mr. Tobias 
(instructed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) 
appeared for the appeilant ; and Mr. E. J. 
aap K.C., and Mr. McGuckin (instructed 
by Messrs. T. F. O'Connell, Rooney and Co.) 
for thé respondents, the Governor ot the 
School and the Superintendent of the Home. 

It was stated that eppellant was a Roman 
Catholic and that his wife was a Protestant. 
They were married in St. Michan’s Protestant 
Church, and the husband had agreed with his 
wife that the children should be brought up as 
Protestants. The child John was baptised a 
Protestant in June, 1923, and in the same 
month he was baptised a Catholic. The child 
William was baptised a Protestant. 

A NEW SITUATION 

When the appeal was at hearing last Thurs- 
day it was adjourned on the application of 
Mr. Kelly, who said that a new situation had 
been created in consequence of an affidavit 
which had been put in revealing that the 
appellant had become a Protestant, and he 
wished to cross-examine the appellant about 
his arrangements for the future welfare of 
the children, and to hear the evidence of Miss 
Jane Howard, Secretary of the Committee of 
the Sacred Heart Home. 

The appellant was now questioned by Mr. 
Kelly, and said that he had become a Pro- 
testant. after receiving instruction in the 
Protestant religion. After receiving instruc- 
tion, during which he was told not to decide 
hastily, he made a written application for 
leave to change his religion to that of the 
Church of Ireland, and did so because he 
was convinced that the Protestant ,religion 
was the richt religion. He intended that the 
children should be kent in the room which he 
occupied, in which there was only one big 
bed. His wages were £2 2s. a week, and he 
paid 10s. a week for the room. 

QUESTION OF ACCOMMODATION. 

In reply to Mr. Hughes, he said that when 
he got the custody of the two children he 
would hand them over to the Rev. T. C. 
Hammond until he got more accommodation 
for them. He believed that his wife, who 
was in hospital, was now getting better, and 
would soon return home. 

Mr. Kelly stated that he intended to ex- 
amine Miss Jane Howard with regard to the 
provision made for the accommodation of 
the children. She had, he added, made an 
affidavit on the subject. 

The Chief Justice said that the affidavit 
would he quite sufficient. 

Mr. Hughes then addressed the Court on 
the law relating to the custody of children, 
‘citing authorities on the subject. He sub- 
mitted thot the appellant should have cns- 
todv of the children, because he was the 
father,

NORTHERN BREACH OF PROMISE 


APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Miss Elizabeth McGrath, of Carrickamore, 
Co. Monaghan, appealed from a judgment of 
Circuit Court Judge Sheehy dismissing her 
action against Owen McEneaney, of the same 
place, for damages for alleged breach of pro- 
mise of marriage. The plaintiff alleged that 
on the Ist November, 1919, the defendant 
asked her te marry him, and that she agreed, 
and that in the following June he gave her 
a ring.

TEN YEARS' COURTSHIP.

handkerchief, a necklace, a pair of boots 
and stockings from the defendant, and a 
collar and tie, and, on one occasion, a shirt 
from the plaintiff.

TOWARDS RAYON STABILITY. 
Although fully expected, the offieial 
communiqué published from Berlin that the 
negotiations pursued over the past few 
months for the formation of a German viscose 
syndicate had at last reached a successful 
conclusion marks a very big step towards the 
re-establishment of the world rayon industry 
on a profit-earning basis (says the Glasgow 


Herald). On the Continent, no less than 
in England the success of the pioneer art 
silk companies begat its own competition, 
and the mushroom flotations of the 1926-28 
‘boom "’ period soon reduced the position 
of the European industry to an even more 
chaotic state than in the United Kingdom. 
With production rapidly outstripping de 
mand, a price-cutting war became inevitable, 
and, costly though the process proved, many 
of the newer concerns were forced to capitu- 
late. The stage has thus been reached at 
which agreement among the leading concerns 
has again become not merely possible, hnt 
politic, and with the establishment of the 
German viscose syndicate the outlook for art 
silk on the Continent is brighter than at 
any time for three years past.

THE REACTION ON COURTAULDS., 
For the British market, no less than for 
the European, the new development has done 
much to clarify the outlook.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR. 
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WAR ON THE SLUMS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—F rom the correspondence appearing 
ia the daily papers it would seem that tlie 
pulls snd is again ccm ving itsell with tie 
question ci the housing of the working 
ciusses in Dublin. 1 have read the many 
letters written on it with interest, and none 
with greater interest than that of Miss 
Harrison which appeared in the /rish Times 
ou the 2nd inst. As chairman of the Depart- 
Housing Committee, set up by the 
Local Government Board in 1912 for the 
purpose of inquiring into the housing ques- 
tion in Dublin, and in my capacity as 
inspector of the Local Government Board in 
the Dublin district for a period of about 
fifteen years, 1 personally visited many 
hundreds of the one-roomed dwellings in all 
parts of the city. 1 would like to support 
most emphatically Miss Harrison’s claim that, 
having regard to the circumstances in which 
they are compelled to Jive, the working 
classes of the City of Dublin are quite 
capable of taking care of decent housing 
without a probationary period in huts, which 
has been suggested by a Mr. Robson. 

In visiting the slums one cannot help beirg 
struck by the large number of single-roomed 
dwellings which are so neatly and tidily kept, 
in spite of every inducement to the contrary. 
that they would shaine the homes of many 
whose circumstances, education and culture 
are supposed to be on an altogether higher 
plain. In my various visitations of the 
habitations of the working classes in Dublin 
Í could not help thinking that, if many of 
those who consider themselves better than the 
workers were placed in,the same surroundings, 
they would not be so good, or so patient. or 
so charitable to one another as the workers. 

In our report of 1914 we stated that the 
conditions of life in the tenement houses in 
the City of Dublin were both physically and 
morally bad, and that there was urgent 
necessity for reform, whicn should have for 
its object the complete breaking up of -the 
tenement system as it then existed. We also 
stated that we endorsed the view that the 
surroundings of the tenement house, in which 
there can be no privacy and in which the 
children scarcely realise the meaning of the 
word “home, form the worst possible 
atmosphere for the upbringing of the vounger 
generation. Our report contained a number of 
recommendations for remedying the. evil, 
among which was a free grant of 16 per cent. 
of the money requtred for building; but 
because it contained slight censure of the 
administration of the then Corporation, 
which, on the coming into being of our own 
Government, was almost immediately 
abolished, the report and its recommendation, 
so far as it dealt with remedial measures, 
was laid aside and forgotten. As well 
| recollect, a debate in the British House of 
Commons took place to decide whether the 
members of the Departmental Comniittee 
were not unfairly biased in their strictures 
on the administration of the Corporation— 
this at the time seeming to be of far greater 
political import than the obtaining of a free 
grant for building. of in or abort 16 per cent, 
of the costs. from the British Treasury. - Our 
report, with other dealt with the 
clearance of derelict and very drastic 
powers were recommended to be given to the 
Cornoration with regard to their acquisition.

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OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 

On his first film appearance in ‘‘ The 
Rogue Song’’ Lawrence Tibbett achieved 
popularity such as other film ‘‘ stars ” have 
been compelled to work hard for over a pro- 
longed period; by this single appearance he 
swept into the premier place among singers 
for the screen, and attained at once to such 
a position as many years at the Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York would have failed 
t» have given him. His present place in the 
esteem of patrons of the cinema, at least in 
Dublin, can be guaged from the fact that 
every inch of the space available in the 
capacious Savoy Cinema is competed for at 
every showing of his second picture, '' New 
Moon,” which is the leading film at that 
cinema this week. 

As might be expected from one 
stars of the famous Metropolitan Opera 
House, Lawrence Tibbett has a baritone 
voice of great depth and dramatic power, 
which he uses with fine dexterity to evoke 
sympathetic responses from cinema audiences, 
In his two pictures he has had nothing to 
sing that has tested his singing very 
severely—screen songs necd never as 
searchingly dangerous to the artist as the 
lightest of grand opera—but he has demon- 
strated his powers to captivate huge 
audiences with sentimental material. 


A DASHING CAVALIER. 


In “New Moon ” Tibbett again the 
dashing cavalier, who will dare everything 
‘‘all for the love of a iadv.” As a young 
lieutenant travelling with his company to a 
new garrison he enccunters a Russian 
Princess going to join her Áoncé, who is 
the Governcs of the province. It is a case of 
love at first sight, and soon they are singing 
duets ‘the moon is new, but love is 
old ” to the waves and the clouds on the 
ship’s deck. Later they sing to the 
assembled passengers in the saloon’ the 
theme song of the film, “ Lover, Come Back 
to Me,” a sona which echoes and re-echoes 
through the entire war-scarred province of 
the old Russian Empire. 

On arrival at their destination the Princess 
departs with the Governor, and the Lieu- 
tenant to drown his sorrow in a _ tavern.

At the fort and in the _ surrounding 
country are filmed the most exciting inei- 
dents. There is mutiny, murder, a _ sullen 
garrison, and an open disregard for discip- 
line ;. and all is the alarm of an ap- 
proaching attack. The fort is surrounded 
the scouts report, and the Commandant asks 
for volunteers for a sortie.

Little Things. 


BIG JOINTS 
_ AND BIG CHEESES

the other day, pointed out that this is 

the day of the little things. “In the 
wld days, he said, “what was wanted was 
thd big jcint. People do not want such big 
joints now. A lot of my tenants make old- 
tashioned cheeses. . They are very nice for 
large houses, but motorists and hikers do 
not want big cheeses; they want them in 
small packages.’’ In drawing attention to 
the chang:1 conditions, the Prince. was in 
reality emphasising a phenomenon which is 
attracting only very scant attention, but is 
nothing test than a social revolution, . Krom 
the spacious days of the Victorians and the 
Edwardiansa, we have come to the crampiness 
of the Gecrgians. 

Everything about us to-day, with the ex- 
ception of economic organisation, tends more 
and ‘mure to smallness. From houses in 
which drawingrooms were designed to ¢ontain 
a multitude we have arrivéd -at the bijou 
maisoneti.e—just as we have arrived at 
the kitchenette from the kitchen. The 
average family has shrank from the eight 
or ten to three or five, and even the 
slrmkage of the family has not gone far 
enough to balance the shrinkage in the size 
of the houses. ‘There is not much space for 
a ‘amily in the contemporary flat or suburban 
villa, even if the flat be known as a 
maisonette and the villa be ever so desirable. 
he motor car, in addition to shrinking 
in price, has so shrunk im size that its 
ancestors would not be able to recognise it. 
The “ baby ” car is, in fact, the only kind 
of baby which is never expected to grow up, 
and the only kind of baby which seems to 
extend the circle of its admirers from day to 
“ay. Little families, of course, can be 
content with little houses and little cars, but 
the fua consists, as Blanco Posnet might 
have said, in watching a long-legged s1x- 
foot man endeavouring to wriggle himself 
into a “baby ” car; the operation is almost 
us incongruous as crinolines on a bicycle or 
chain-mail worn in a ’bus. All of which goes 
to show that times really have changed. 


BUT LITTLE HERE. 

Never before, perhaps, could it have been 
said with so close an approximation to truth : 
“Man wants but little here below.” ‘The 
little houses and the Jittle cars have made it 
necessary, as the Frince of Wales pointed 
cut, to provide the little joint and the little 
cheese. The great hulking and lumbering ox 
which provided the barons of beef to a more 
capacious age is no longer needed. In its 
place we have bred and fed on our farms 
that remarkable form of beast which is 
known to the agricultural industry as '' baby 
beef.’’ These immature animals have a brief 
life made more utilitarian so that” little 
families may have little joints to cook in 
their little flats. The great Stiltons and 
Cheshires have gone the same way; their 
successors are now to be fingered geutly in 
the tinfoil which began its career of useful- 
ness as a wrapping for my lady's chocolates. 
Tinfoil seems to be one of the industrial 
esSentials, one of the products of a “‘ key- 
industry ’’’ nowadays. 

Almost everything needed for the economy 
of the household may now be procured in 
small sizes, folded, wrapped. and packed to 
obviate waste. We can have our sugar 
wrapped in separate pieces, and packed in 
cartons to fit the pocket. ‘the example of the 
three-volume nove! in crown octavo in shrink- 
ing to a single volume in India paper to fit 
the pocket has been followed by almost 
everything from chocolates to tabloid lunches. 
The chocolate manufacturers have made a 
great success of their neat cartons of 
chocolate. which are claimed to provide an 
excellent substitute for.a light meal. So 
successful were the chocolate tirms with thei 
innovation that the cigarette firms followed 
ther lead, and now once again cigarettes of 
well-known brands may be had im packets of 
five. Railways, usually the last to accept a 
change, have now set upon their refreshment- 
room counters neat packets of sandwiches, 
biscuits and cheese, or ham, to suit the whim 
of the traveller. Such foodstuffs as almoncs 
and raisins or dates and nuts aré on sale 
everywhere in packets to suit the hiker and 
the motorist, or even the ordinary man in the 
street. 


> ALLURING SLOT-MACHINE. 

The possibilities of the slot-machine, whic’ 
delivers so many. of the alleged necessities 
of our. time at from a penny to a shillin: 
in price, seem to be endless, For a penny it 
is possible to have cl. «clates, biscuits, sweets, 
or even 2 neat carton of dates filled with nuts, 
which will often serve as an excellent substi- 
tute for a light meal The confectionery firms, 
in particular, have been inventive enorgh to 
give the pubiic the necessary temptation to 
buy their wares trom all kinds of very attrac- 
tive and alluring machines. When one con- 
siders the machines one is compelled. to won- 
der at the ingenuity which conceived them, 
und at the adaptiveness which compeis the 
goose to fit the machines. The works of the 
arger confectionery firms must have avail- 
able some of the most intricate and exciting 
devices with which to twist and torture thes 
goods inio the required shapes, devices which 
by their ingenuity would bring a blush to the 
cheek of the man who believed himself. adap- 
tive. A narrow cylinder of pastilles will 
be shot out at the venturesome one who 
risks a penny in one machine, a packet of 
chewing-gum from another, whiie the man 
who risks a full sixpence may have a genuine 
Irish linen handkerchief shot back to him 
neatly packed in tissue paper. 

In German towns it is possible to have a 
stamped postcard or a stamped envelope and 
a sheet of notepaper, delivered -from the 
automatic machines installed -in_post-offices, 
and in the same country there are restaurants 
where such trifles as sardines on toast or 
salmon mayonnaise may be procured from the 
automatic machines for a few pfennings. In 
England a short time ago a chemist was 
prosecuted at the instance of the guardian 
society of his profession for selling such small 
items as sticking-plaster and ointment from 
an automatic machine. In the olden days of 
Jeisure and réspectahility no one would have 
dreamed of patronising such a cheap device 
for the chemist, but in these days: of small 
things convenience and portability will count 
for more in the scale of values than the per- 
sonal attention of the chemist. 


AND THE DAY OF COLOSSAL THINGS. 

Probably the most interesting aspect. of 
this effort to cater for the little things: which 
the little household so regularly and_ per- 
sistently requires is the coloskal organisations 
that are needed to make the little ‘thincs 
available. At one end ‘of the scale is the 
penny packet of chocolate or the sixpenny 
packet of cigarettes or the “-babv” motor 
car. At the other is a series pf “ rationalised’ 
industrial undertakings, which, under": the 
name of trusts, frightened the fathers of this 
generation so. thoronghly that some hig 
schemes were dropped. It would seem ‘that 
only “big business,” with its “ rationalised’ ’ 
organisation and its ' mass production ” 
methods, can cater .adequately for the 
thonsand and one things which are needed 
to-day in small and handy form. So the 
amaizgamations of publishers pour out their 
pocket editions and their ‘‘ omnibus” 
volumes. We have our morning milk delivered 
in sealed bottles, buy solidified ice créam. from 
boys with cycle carriers, live wncomfortab’y in 
small flats, and travel packed like sardines in 
baby’ cars. (It is very necessary nowa- 
days to emphasise the distinction between a 
baby car and a perambulator') Everything 
nowadays is required to fit either. a vest 
pecket or a vanity bag, and “ big business ”' 
rationalises industry, so that the need may 
be satisfied. ; 

Was it the “ Victorian Tragedy " that the 
Victorians desired everything directly oppo- 
site? They loved the small, personally con- 
trolled. and directed business to trade with, 
and they loved solitity and size to live with 
in their homes. Who are we, anyway, to 
fly in the face of prophecy and to despise the 
day of litflé things? Yet are we. not re- 
minded often that this is the day of little 
men as well as of little things? i

BAN ON CATTLE EXPORTS. 


The outbreak of cattle disease in County 
Down is now well under control, and it is 
hoped that the whole of Ulster will soon 
have a clean bill of health. The outbreak 
has caused much loss to farmers, as, apart 
altogether from the question of compensa- 
tion for animals destroyed—which is to 
be ample—the ban on export both to 
Great Britain and the Free State meant 
delay, inconvenience and _ financial 
troubles. The restrictions have now been 
relaxed to a considerable extent. the 
afiected area having been contracted to a 
radius of about seven and a half miles 
from Downpatrick. Yet, although cattle, 
sheep and swine may be moved from 
the county borough of Belfast to 
other placcs in Northern Ireland, except 
the infected area, normal conditions will 
not be restored until the Port of Belfas‘ 
is opened for the shipment of animals .o 
Great Britain.

The ravages 
of the disease known as gooseberry mildew 
were so great that many States in Europe 
and elsewhere were compelled to attempt 
control bY insisting on the burning of all 
affected bushes. As a consequence, the 
gs of bushes in Northern Ireland had all 

ut ceased. After seven years’ work a simple 
method of control by summer spraying has 
been devised by the Plant Disease Section, 
and the necessity for vigorous State interven- 
tion is rapidly disappearing. 

Continuing on the matter of disease in farm

start on the extremely difficult problem of 
ridding their stock of the terrible scourge of 
tuberculosis. 

A STUMBLING BLOCK. 

One of the greatest stumbling blocks to 
progress is the lack of an enlightened public, 
and in this direction much could be accom- 
plished, both by the medical profession and 
the Press, to enlighten public opinion, and 
thereby simplify enormously the task which 
confronts the Ministry. 

Northern Ireland enjoys the distinction of 
pessessing the cheapest supply of Grade A 
tuberculin tested milk in the British Isles— 
inceed, in any part of the world. 


HORSE BREEDING. 

The importance of horse breeding in 
Northern Ireland has been very much less in 
recent years than was the case hefore the 
war. The spread of motor transport, and the 
great falling off in the demand for horses for 
army purposes, especially on the part of the 
Continental countries, has athe y in a con- 
siderable decrease in breeding. The decline in 
the area under the plough has meant that even 
the demand for horses for agricultural pur- 
poses has been poor. In 1910 the number 
ef horses used for traffic and manufacture in 
Northern Ireland was 33,796. By 1930 this 
number was reduced to only 7,114. On farms 
the decline was from 100.116 to 87,101. 
Whereas in the five years 1909-14 the average 
number of unbroken horses on farms in 
Northern Ireland was 16,177, in 1926-30 the 
average number was only 5,780. 

The agricultural statistics for 1930 showed 
a reduct#n of 27,213 in, the total number of 
cattle in Northern Ireland as compared with 
1929. The rearing of good quality calves is 
an essential featur’ in the development of 
their export trade in store cattle. .A good 
supply of milk for manufacture into bniter, 
whether in creameries ot on farms. also ts 
important, while the separated milk from, the 
ereamery or the churn is required for the 


i: feeding of calves, pigs, and poultrv. 


DUAL PURPOSE CATTLE. 
For these reasons the Ministry has en- 
couraged, and will continue to encourage; the 
breeding of dual purnase cattle which are 


capable of giving high vields of milk and | 


also of breeding quality calves. 

In regard. to the marketing of. eggs,. the 
Minister says:—The demand for home. pro 
duced eggs has increased, and there is now 
a sharp distinction in the prices returned for 
home produced as compared with imported. 
eggs. The effect has been beneficial to 
Northern Ireland's trade. 

In regard to meat, it is stated that Northern 
Ireland exports annua'ly meat to the valve 
of some 21 million pounds. The bulk of this 
trade is in pork, bacon, and hams with 
Great Britain.

HE largest floating whale oil factory ever 
ia búilt, the Kosmos II., will leave the 
shipyard of Messrs. Workman Clark 
(1928), Ltd.. Belfast, to-morrow for officia! 
trials. On Wednesday a party representing 
the Norwegian owners will join the vessel, 
and further trials will be conducted. After 
the trials members. of the butlder’s firm and 
a number of guests will return to Belfast by 
tender. and the Kosmos Il. will proceed to 
Norway. 

The Kosmos II. is designed as a, combined 
oil refinery and tanker. It is a vessel of 
54,000 tons displacement, which is 2,000 tons 
greater than Kosmos I., also built by Messrs. 
Workman Clark, Ltd., two years ago. The 
thirty-three huge tanks on board the Kosmos 
II. wil! be canable of holding 25,000 tons of 
oil, and Ler elaborate factory plant for hand- 
ling the whale carcases and extracting the cil 
is capable of dealing with 2,500 barrels of oil 
per day. 

THE SOUTHERN SEAS. 

The Kesmos II. is intended to operate in 
the Southern Seas, and will make only one 
voyage per annum. ‘It has accommodation for 
about 300 persons, comprising ships’ officers 
and crew, factory workers and the crews. of 
the whale catchers. There will be seven of 
these smaller. whale catchers attached to the 
Kosmos 1J.. which will act as a parent ship. 

Whale oil is used for margarine and. soap 
manufacture, and is at present. selling at, about 
£25 to £30 per ton. although a year ago 
ever £40 per ton was paid for this, product.

UNITED Service was held in Shankill 
A Parish Church, Lurgan, . yesterday 
afternoon to commemorate the ann!- 
versary of the Battle of the Somme. The 
Rev. Canon Hannon, M.A. (rector), assisted 
by the Rev. E. Burns, M.A., conducted the 
Service, and the sermon was preached by the 
Rev. W. B. Sproule, B.A., Minister of First 
Lurgan Presbyterian Church. Over a 
hundred ex-Service men, in command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sir William J. Allen, 
M.P., D.S.0., attended by Major G. W. 
Greer, J.P., and Captain J. Johnston, were 
present. 

Canon Hannon expressed his pleasure at 
seeing such a large congregation joining 'n 
the united Service. He extended a hearty 
welcome to all visitors and to the ex-Service 
men. He also extended a hearty welcome 
to the Rev. W. B. Sproule, as répresentative 
of the Irish Presbyterian Church, which was 
working in great harmony and loyalty and 
co-operation with the Church of Ireland. 

The Rev. Mr. Sproule, on ascending the 
pulpit, said that the men of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and the Overseas Dominions, 
and the immortal men of the Ulster Divisic: 
(as Marshal Foch designated them), jeopar- 
dised their lives during four long years in 
the cause of liberty. These young men did 
so. because they wanted to rid Europe of the 
iron rule of German military 
They did not fight for ambition, or wealth. 
or possession—they fcught not only that the 
British Empire might remain great and 
strong and free, and continue to be a potent 
factor in the higher progress of the world, 
but that Europe mght be freed from 
threatened oppression. He asked what was 
their duty to those men? They could honour 
and acclaim them, and raise monuments to 
their memory, but they had to do more than 
that. It was their duty, by every means in 
their power, to provide work for those who 
were able to work, to help those who were 
not, and to make provision for their widows 
and orphans. 

During the years 1929-30 the British Levion 
placed 10,262 ex-Service men in work. To 
mark the oceasion of their first united Ser- 
vice in Lurgan he asked for a generous cdliec- 
tion.

CASE FOR PROSECUTION. 

Mr. John M‘Gonigal, K.C., opening the 
case, said that the defendant and a brother 
were joint local managers of an insurance 
company. Since 1907 returns had been sut- 
mitted on behalf of the defendant by Mr. 
Osborne, chartered accountant, who would tell 
the Court how he made up the accounts which 
were accepted by the local inspector. Irregu- 
larities of a rather serious nature were 
discovered in the accounts, which related to 
super-tax returns, and the matter was taken 
up by Mr. Charles Castles, chief executive 
officer in the office of the Special Commis- 
sioners in London. It was then discovered 
that the defendant had returned no dividends 
taxed before receipt. In his returns he had 
only returned his business profits,. a fixed 
amount of £50 War Loan interest, his wife's 
share of income from a trust estate, and, in 
the year 1927-28 the valuation of his house. 

Counsel said that the case for the prose- 
cution was that the defendant omitted a 
considerable: income taxed before receipt @nd 
that he had a great deal more income from 
War Loan than the £50 which appeared upon 
the face of the return. 

Referring to the correspondence between 
the Commissioners and defendant, Mr. 
McGonigal said that in one of these the de- 
fendant stated that he was tired paving, but 
that :f he had to pay more it would just have 
to be done. In another he stated that he had 
paid thousands of pounds, which he thought 
would have satisfied the most exacting Chan- 
cellor, and that the Commissioners were 
placing «= premium on extravagance. 

Proceeding, Mr. McGonigal said that the 
defendant was in receipt of an income in 
respect of shares in fifty-nine companies from 
time. to time, and he had not returned a 
penny in regard to those for super-tax. en 
as far as the War Loan was concerned he had 
returned £50, whereas for some years he had 
1eceived £200. 

INVESTED MONEY. 

Beginning in 1914 with £2,876, he wound 
up in 1929 with £24,210 of invested money, 
said counsel, who added that that showed the 
extent of defendant’s income during those 
years. i 

Thomas Quill, higher executive officer, 
Income Tax Special Commissioners, London, 
said that his office dealt with super-tax, and 
the returns were kept there. Witness pro- 
duced the returns made by the defendant for 
the years in question. 

Samuel Charles Castles, higher executive 
officer, London, said that for the purpose of 
super-tax a taxpayer had to return his income 
from all sources during the previous year. 
In the íorm for the purpose there was a space 
for ‘‘dividends taxed before receipt.” Witness 
took charge of defendant’s return for the years 
in question. 

Mr. McGonigal—Is it apparent from these 
returns that Mr. Jefferson returned nothing 
in respect of dividends. 

Witness—Nothing for dividends except in. 
terest on War Loan, £50, property (for the 
last vear) and income under estate of the late 
Mr. Martin Wallace. ;

The English Census, 


The census of England and Wales, which 
was taken on April 26th, was issued yester- 
day. It reveals a condition of affairs in 
some respects at striking variance with the 
Irish Free State census of 1926. Whereas 
the latter reckoning showed a distinct de- 
crease in the population of the twenty-six 
Irish counties within the 
period 1911-1926, the records for England 
and Wales reveal an increase of more than 
two millions in the population, represent- 
ing a gain of 5.44 per cent. in the period 
1921-1931. Moreover, while the Free State 
in 1926®possessed 1,506,889 males against 
1,465,103 females, the preponderance ‘is 
reversed in the case of England and Wales, 


where at present the population of

and 20,800,087 females. A disquieting 
feature emerges from the British census. 
Although the figures for England and 
Wales reveal an increase, it is excep- 
tionally low. In actual numbers it is the 
smallest increase—if we except. the ten 
years period 1911-1921, when the Great 
War took its heavy toll of Britain— 
recorded since 1861, and, calculated ac- 
cording to percentage of the population, it 
is no more than half of any increase 
previously recorded. Britain’s birth-rate, 
indeed, now stands at a lower figure than 
that of any other country, save Sweden 
alone, and sociologists predict that the 
population will reach a peak point in the 
near future, after which it will begin to 
decline. Here, again, the figures displa 

a contrary tendeficy to those for the Free 
State, which within the past year have 
begun to reveal an increase of population— 
the first sign that a century's downward 
trend may have begun to change for the 
better,

It 
includes Mr. Matthew Woll, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labour, the great labour organisation of 
the U.S.A. (who was born in Luxembourg 
in 1880); Dr. W. T. Manning, Episcopal 
Bishop of New York ; Cardina] Dougherty, 
Archbishop of Philadelphia; and Mr. 
James Gerard, former Ambassador to 
Germany. : 

Mr. Elihu Roat, the veteran Senator 
and ex-Secretary of State, has endorsed 
the movement. Its programme opposes 
recognition of the Soviets until that 
régime ceases its subversive activities in 
this country, compensates American 
nationals for their confiscated property. 
and proves itself fit to associate with 
civilised nations, 

Similar committecs are to be formed in 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Belgium, 
Italv, Canada and the Balkans.

SOVIET VISITORS IN

HOME SECRETARY AND 
GRANT OF VISAS. 


Mr. Clynes, Home Secretary, replying in 
the House of Commons yesterday to Sir W.

Bukharin pretends to be a professor, and 
whether he is aware that he was the author 
of the third international propaganda 
specially dealing with Great Britain? 

Mr. Clynes—The answer to both questions 
is in the negative. 

Asked by Mr. Hore Belisha_ (Liberal. 
Devonport) why the facilities granted to M. 
Rukharin had been refused to M. Trotsky, 
Mr. Clynes said the two cases were very dis- 
similar. 

Later Mr. Clynes informed Mr. Marjori- 
banks (Conservative, Eastbourne) that in the 
giving of a visa to Soviet citizens desiring to 
visit this country the conditions varied. 
Appiicants were not requmred to make 
declarations. 

‘Why are people allowed to enter this 
country as scientists who are not scientists at 
all?” asked Mr. Marjoribanks.

IN ACCORD ON ESSENTIAL

The following is the text of the basis of

After the exchanges of views which 
have taken place, the French. Government 
finds that it is in agreement with the

(1) The payment of inter-Governmental 
debts is suspended from July Ist, 
1951, to June 30th, 1932. 

The Reich shall, however, pay the 
amount of the unconditional 
annuity, but the French Govern- 
ment accept, in so far as it is con- 
cerned, that the payments thus 
made by the Reich shall be invested 
by the Bank for Internationa!

MURDER PLOT IN 


NINE YOUTHS 
ARRESTED. 


FIREARMS AND 
CHEMICALS RECOVERED. 


From Revrer’s Corresronpent. 
POONA, Monday. 
A PLOT of young anarchists to murder 
Europeans is alleged to have been 
revealed following on the arrest of nine 
youths, all under twenty, six of them in 
this city and the three others in Kilhapur. 

Some of the prisoners are alleged to have 
made a statement that their object was to 
break into houses, steal weapons and com- 
mit murders, The police have recovered 
four firearms, including a muzzle-loading 
gun, books on methods of preparing gun- 
powder and bombs, cuttings of reports of 
the Lahore conspiracy case, and tins of 
apparently unmixed chemicals. 

Some of the prisoners, in pursuance cf 
their plot, are alleged to have broken into 
a local school with a view to putting them- 
selves in funds, but did not find more than 
a rupee or two, after which they cleared 
off to Kilhapur, but were trailed by the 
police and taken into custody. A few more 
arrests are expected.

ENCYCLICAL 


ATTACK CAUSES 
SURPRISE. 


ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 
MAY REPLY. 


-“ 


The Times own correspondent at Rome 
telegraphed yesterday:—lhe first and im- 
mediate reaction of the Italian Government 
to the Papal Encyclical has been to absolve 
the Press from that nominal truce which had 
been more or less observed since the opening 
of diplomatic negotiations. 

It is expected that a fresh Note will be 
sent by the Government, and it is admitted 
that both the Note and the future course of 
the negotiations cannot fail to be influenced 
by the “new and sensational fact ”“ of an 
Encyclical so strongly worded and unprece- 
dented in the manner of its publication. 

It is this latter point which has chiefly 
attracted popular attention. Some fervent 
Papal and anti-Fascist die-hards regard the 
previous distribution of the Encyclical from 
abroad as a master-stroke, justified by the 
probability that, although there is theoreti- 
cally no censorship in Italy, means would 
have been found to-interfere with the broad- 
casting of the Encyclical from the Vatican 
wireless station, or to prohibit the sale of the 
Osservatore Romano. 

The majority of people, however, do not 
hold this view, and there is but little 
enthusiasm for the general tone of the docu- 
nent, even those who consider the rights of 
the case to be on the Pope's side and approve 
his attacks on the Fascist treatment of 
Azione -Catholica and on Fascist political 
philosophy, deplore some of the phrases and 
expressions in the Encyclical. 


A STRONG INDICTMENT. 


Nevertheless the Encyclical is admitted to 
be an extraordinarily strong indictment of 
the Fascist Government. It is felt by many 
people, even strong supporters of the régime, 
that after this Encyclical the Government 
will have Jost some, if not all, of the added 
prestige accruing from the settlement of the 
Roman yubstion, and some even go so far 
as to suggest that the position of the Govern. 
ment has never been so bad since the days 
of the Matteotti murder in 1924. 

{t is, perhaps, the recognition of this 
deiicate situation which has inspireé most of 
the commentators in the Press to observe 
comparative moderation of language. The 
main argument of the Press replies to the 
Eneyclical is that Fascism is the bulwark 
of the Church in present-day Italy. Such 
anti-clerical acts as have occurred are not, 
it is pointed out, comparable with the 
vutrages witnessed in Spain. 

It is therefore formally denied that, in view 
of events in Spain, in Mexico and in Lithu- 
ania, the Azione Cattolica has been, as 
affirmed in the Encyclical, treated more badly 
in Italy than anywhere else. 

In these circumstances the writers are sur- 
wised that such a severe attack has been 
aunched on the Italian Government, which 
has protected the Church and the clergy, and 
included Catholicism as one of the essential 
elements of the new national culture. By 
attacking Fascism the Vatican is held to be 
pursuing a dangerous policy. Its action, it is 
maintained, is helping the enemies of Fascism, 
and concern is felt that the dispute over the 
Azione Cattolica, which, it is matntained, ts 
a purely political question between the 
Vatican and the Italian Government, should 
have revived that inner conflict in the minds 
of Catholics which were thought to have 
been set at rest by the Treaty of the Lateran. 


MEMORY OF MARTYRED 
ENGLISHMEN. - 


PICTURE PRESENTED TO 
THE POPE.

VATICAN CITY, Monday. 


Representing the martyrdom of 136 
Englishmen, a magnificent triptych was 
presented to the Pope this morning. These 
English martyrs were beatified in Decem- 
ber, 1929. The pictures represent them 
marching from the Tower of Lendon to 
the place of death, and suffering in various 
attitudes the agonies of martyrdom. 

In the centre are painted the leading 
martyrs with a representation of the Papa! 
crown and keys above their heads. To 
right and left are the figures of the angels 
of Justice and Martyrdom with that of 
Saint Augustine, the first Christian 
missionary to England.

WHOLESALE BUTCHERY 
OF CHINESE.

anti-Chinese riots at 
Seoul, the capital of Korea, and at 
Chemulpo on Friday night, . further grave 
outbreak, involving the deaths of twenty- 
nine Chinese and the wounding of 130 
more, broke out last night and raged until 
four this morning. Three Japanese police- 
men were also seriously injured. 

Ping Jang, in North-Western Korea, 
was the scene of the rioting. Korean mobs 
destroyed over a hundred Chinese houses 
and restaurants, according to the news- 
paper Nichi-Nichi Shimbun. They dragged 
out the helpless inmates and butchered 
them in the street. Only those who fled 
to the police stations for protection 
escaped injury. | 

Policemen and firemen were hurriedly 
called when the rioting began, and made 
over one hundred arrests, but for seven 
hours the whole city was in a pande. 
monium, while a mob, five thousand 
strong, harried the helpless Chinese. 

It is feared that there may be further 
outbreaks, and troops are reported to be 
standing by to assist the police if neces- 
sary. The disturbances last night and on 
Friday are the outcome of minor incidents, 
which have acted as pin-pricks between 
Chinese and Japanese ;nd Koreans in 
Manchuria during the past few months.

£1,000.000 VESSEL SAILS 
FOR BELFAST. |

BERMUDA, Monday. 

After settling on the bottom of the 
harbour at Hamilton, Bermuda, and 
lying there for some days with her top 
three decks completely destroyed by fire, 
the British liner Bermuda, which cost a 
million pounds, is to-day sailing for 
Belfast under her own steam. 

A Court of Inquiry into the cause of the 
fire reports that two or three fires started 
simultaneously, but that there was no 
apparent defect which could explain them, 
nor was there any evidence of incendiarism.

The Electricity Supply Bill will probably 
not come on before Thursday, but nothing 
has yet been fixed as to the order in which 
business will be taken. 

It is almost inevitable that a lengthy 
debate will take place on the Electricity 
Bill and on Mr. McGilligan’s statement 
on the recent developments in connection 
with the Electricity Supply Board. More- 
over, it seems that, in addition to the 
circumstances which brought about the 
resignations of Mr. J. J. Murphy and Dr. 
McLaughlin, the position of the business- 
men members of the Board will also. be

raised. These latter, it seems, have not 
since their re-appointment been asked to 
take part in the affairs of the Board, 
except on one occasion, and the opinion is 
now growing that the intention is 
ultimately to drop them when their term 
of appointment expires in October. Natur- 
ally, in this connection also, the future of 
the Board in its relation to the Govern- 
ment will be discussed. 

The wording of the clause in the new 
bill, which authorises the granting of 
£2,000,000 to the Board, ‘s interpreted in 
some quarters as bringing the Board more 
and more under the control of the Depart- 
ments of Industry and- Fir.ance. This is 
apparently so in regard to the disburse- 
ments of the £2,000.000 which “ may ”’ be 
advanced by the Minister for Finance, 
when such sums are duly certified by the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce as 
being “ reasonably and properly required 
by the Board for any purpose arising in 
the performance of its functions under the 
Electricity (Supply) Acts, 1927 to 1930.”’ 

In Government circles. however, it is 
pointed out that except in the matter of. 
capital sums required for the completion 
of its various schemes and undertakings, 
the Board remains in every way indepen- 
dent of any Government department. 


TAX ON BACON, 


The Government has no intention of 
taking the initiative in the matter of a 
tax on imported bacon, but, of course. 


the appropriate department will consider 


any representations made on the subject. 
Neither is the Government disposed to be 
alarmed at the report from Cork that a 
certain continental country is sending 
subsidised bacon into the Irish Free State. 
If, as is suggested, such bacon is «old 
under marks calculated to deceive the 
public as to the country of origin of the 
product in question, there are already in 
existence adequate means of dealing with 
the case. 

With regard to

THE MORATORIUM. 


It is not expected that the general 
acceptance of the moratorium in respect 
of war debts proposed by President 
Hoover will have any direct effect on the 
Free State. The State is not concerned 
with anv war debts as such. Neither 
war pensions nor land annuities come 
within the category. The former are 
debts due to individuals, and the latter 
ere debts due by individuals, and so can- 
not be affected. The Free State, how- 
ever, cannot fail to participate in the ex- 
pected reactions on the world’s trade and 
commerce in the event of the Hoover pro- 
posals becoming an accomplished fact. 

The revenue returns of the Free State 
for the first quarter. of the financial year, 
which were published last week, were in 
some measure an indication of the fact 
that the Free State is at last feeling the 
effects of the general depression. Apart 
from this, however, there were certain 
other well-defined causés to which the 
slump may be in part attributable, and 
there is no reason to apprehend that these 
will not right themselves as time goes on. 


LOUGH FOYLE FISHERIES. 


While the Civic Guards are taking pre- 
cautions to prevent breaches of the peace 
in connection with the Lough Foyle 
fisheries, there does not appear to be any 
new development in the situation there. 
The fishermen still complain of the limita- 
tions to which they are _ subjected, 
claiming that their licence from a Free 
State Board of "‘shery Conservators en- 
titles them to fish generally in Lough 
Foyle. The Foyle and Bann Fishery 
Company, on the other hand, assert their 
right to a fishery as leased to them by 
the Irish Society. It will be recalled that 
some time ago when a case was brought 
in the local courts, District Justice Walsh 
held that, as a question of title was in- 
volved, he could not adjudicate. No effort 
has been made to get a decision in the 
Free State Courts, and so the matter 
stands at present. 


TREATY WITH FRANCE. 


The text of the trade treaty between the 
Irish Free State and France, which was 
recently signed, has now been published 
It grants on the part of each contracting 
party to the other the benefit of minimum 
tariffs and lowest rate of import duties 
and taxes. 

In the Protocol it is stated: “The 
French Government wishes to declare that 
it has signed this treaty in consequence of 
the changes which have been brought 
about, in the 1930 Finance Act of the 
Irish Free St .te, in the Customs duties on 
wines. These changes have been noted 
with satisfaction, and in exchange the 
French Government hereby declares its 
readiness to grant, in favour of whiskey 
manufactured in the Irish Free State, a 
general exception from the law of 25th 
June, 1920, placing a prohibition on the 
entry into Franee of spirits (No. 174 of 


the French Customs list).’’

39,947,931. Of this total 19,138,844 were 
males and 20,809,087 females. ; 

The 1931 total exceeds that of the 
previous census by 2,061,232, correspond- 
ing to an intercensal rate of increase of 
5.44 per cent” The numerical increase 18 
less than that of any decennium since 
1861, with the sole exception of the war 
decade, 1911-21. But for the exceptional 
loss of men during the war the present 
decennial] rate of increase would have been 
the lowest recorded in respect of England 
and Wales since census-taking began in 
1801. 

The MRegistrar-Genera]l, Mr. S. P. 
Vivian, points out that the comparative 
lowness of the latest population increase 
is wholly in the number of births during 
the past ten years. Almost an unbroken 
fall m the birth-rate during the past ten 
years had reduced it to the level of 16.4 

1,000 of the population figure, which 
is but half, or less than half, that ex- 
perienced prior to 1890. England now 
ranks lower in this respect than any other 
country save Sweden, and the present rate 
is definitely insufficient to maintain a 
stationary population in the future. 

Deaths registered in the intercensal 
period were over half a million fewer 
than those of either of the two preceding 
decennia. In forty-five’ of sixty-three 
county areas the population had increased 
since 1921, and in cleven of these the 
growth exceeded ten per cent. Middlesex 
comes first with an increase of thirty 
per cent., followed by Surrey twenty-seven, 
Hertfordshire twenty, Essex nineteen, and 
Bucks fifteen, all closely associated with 
the metropolis. In the County of London 
itself a decrease of two per cent. 18 re- 
corded. Eighteen other county areas, in- 
cluding all Welsh counties except Flint, 
Carmarthen and Denbigh, show a decline 
in population, 

In the area known as Greater London 
8,202,818 persons were enumerated, repre- 
senting about one-fifth of the total popula- 
tion of England and Wales. Indications 
are that the London area is growing at 
the expense, not so much of rural areas 
as of provincial towns, particularly those 
of South Wales and the North of England. 
Of the provincial towns, Birmingham 
comes first with 1,002,413, Liverpool 
second with 855,539, and Manchester third 
with 766,333. 

With Secotland’s population reduced to 
4,842,554, as was recently announced in 
Parliament, the tota] population of Great 
Britain was 44,790,485, an increase of 
over two million. 
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CONFIDENCE TRICK 
CHARGE. 
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TWO MEN ARRESTED IN 
PARIS.

PARIS, Monday. 

James Casey, an Australian, has been 
atrested in Paris on a charge of fraud by 
A man 
named James Burke, alleged to be his 
accomplice, was arrested in France last 
September. Casey and Burke, the Sureté 
alleges, made the acquaintance of a 
British business man named Boardman at 
Lugano in April, 1930. A few days later, 
according to the police account, Mr. Board- 
man met Casey and Burke in Paris and 
agreed to lend them £20,000 to complete 
a transaction. 

Having fetched the money in notes from 
his own banx, he sat in a cab with Casey, 
while Burke deposited the money in an- 
other establishment and returned with an 
apparently valid receipt. 

The Sureté alleges that Mr. Boardman 
learned the next day that Casey and Burke 
had disappeared and that the bank’s 
receipt was a forgery. Mr. Boardman, it 
is added, died from the shcck. 
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R. JUSTICE AVORY learned some- 
M thing about betting—about such 
things as ' running a job ” on the 
bookmakers—in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, yesterday, when he began the hear- 
ing of a libel suit against a firm of book- 
makers. E 

‘Mr. William Charles Edwards, of last 
Molesey, sued Messrs. James Mcl.ean, Ltd.. 
turf commission agents, of London and 
Glasgow, for damages for alleged libel. Pub 
lication of the alleged words were admitted, 
but the defence was that they did not bear a 
libellous innuendo. 

Mr. Malcolm Hilbert, K.C. (for Mr. 
Edwards), said that his client was a member 
of Sandown Park, Hurst Park and the 
National Sporting Club. He owned one ur 
two racehorses, and horse racing was his 
hobby. Messrs. McLean, Ltd., closed his 
account with them after a friend, who had his 
authority to do so, had put £10 each way for 
him on a horse called Anton, sending the 
bet by telegram and using his noni-de-plume. 
Anton finished second, and Mr. Edwards was 
entitled to £31 13s. 4d. 

When asked about the money due, Messrs. 
McLean, Ltd., wrote:—‘‘ We have rot sent 
you the cheque because we don’t think you 
are entitled to payment for this investment 
handed in at the post office.’”” Mr. Edwards 
threatened to place the matter before Tatter- 
sall’s Committee, and Messrs. McLean, Ltd., 
wrote saying that they were prepared to 
accept the Committee’s ruling. They added: 
‘* We certainly do think we shall be able to 
stop the contemptible practice which has 
been acted upon on this occasion of ‘ heads 
I win, tails you lose.’ ’’ 

Tattersali’s ordered Messrs. McLean, Ltd., 
to pay £31 13s. 4d., and, when they sent the 
cheque, defendants wrote :—‘‘ We are amazed 
ut their decision that we are to be made to 
pay for your contemptible way of doing busi- 
ness. We are enclosing <« card which we have 
sent to all bookmakers on our list, with a 
view to preventing your acting with them 
as you have with us.” 

The card was the cause of the action, be- 
cause it strongly advised al] bookmakers not 
to accept any business by telegram from Mr. 
Edwards bos es other people named. As a 


result of the publication of the card, another | 


firm of bookmakers immediately closed Mr. 
Edwards’ account with them. 

Mr. Edwards gave evidence, and, replying 
to Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C. (defending), 
agreed that he was a partner in a London 
firm of bookmakers called Gordon Brothers. 


RUNNING A JOB. 

Sir Patrick—Do you know, as a bookmaker, 
that if people are dishonestly minded it is 
possible to run what is called a job on the 
bookmakers ? 

_ Mr. Justice Avory—I want to know what 
is a job. 

Mr. Edwards—It is backing a horse by 
telegram close upon the time of starting a 
race, so that the bookmakers don’t know 
about it until the race has been run. 

Sir Patrick Hastings said that the worst 
kind of job was perpetrated in the running 
of Anton. Messrs. McClean, Ltd., had no 
evidence that Mr. Edwards was implicated 
at all in the job. Mr. Edwards said he did 
not know that there had been a very gross 
swindle over the running of Anton. _ 

Mr. Justice Avory—I want to understand 
what this word “job” means. Are you 
suggesting that it was some scheme by 
which persons can back a horse which has 
won after they knew it had won? 

Mr. Edwards—No. It is placing a bet by 
telegram before the race, so that the book- 
makers don’t know about it until after the 
race, so that the price is not interfered with 
on the course. Otherwise the bets might 
come back and the price be brought down. 


212 TELEGRAMS. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, opening for the 
defence, said that 212 telegrams were 
handed in at 1.15 p.m. at Snitterfield where 
there were no telegraphic facilities, and tele- 
grams had to be telephoned elsewhere for 
dispatch. All except the first eight or so 
backed Anton. The horse was backed by 
clients of bookmakers all over the country, 
so that the code names of the clients had got 
into the hands of the man on that day. 

To prevent that sort of thing being done 
bookmakers framed rules binding their 
chents. There was a post office rule, which 
enabled people on payment of 4d. to get 


back any telegrams if they had not actually , 


been dispatched, so that if a horse did not 
win, and telegrams backing it had not been 
dispatched, the sender could pay the neces- 
sary 4d, and get back those which the Post- 
master had not the opportunity of sending. 
That was how a coup could be worked. No 
one suggested that Mr. Edwards was in any 
way concerned with the coup, but at the 
time the card was sent Messrs. McClean had

GOVERNMENT. 


CONGRESS, MEMBERS 
AT TYNWALD HILL. 
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IMPRESSIVE OPEN-AIR 
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From Over Specra REPRESENTATIVE. 
DOUGLAS, Monday. 

The members of the Celtic Congress 
were to-day honoured guests of the Manx 
Government at the historic | 
ceremony. Representatives of a society 
whose object is the preservation of all that 
is most treasured in the Celtic history, 
literature and art, they were witnesses of 
a scene which has a record of at least 
seven centuries of practice. 

This being the old Midsummer Day, the 
members of both Houses of the Legislature 
came together, and, in the presence cf His 
Majesty’s Lieutenant-Governor, the time- 
honoured practice was observed of promul- 
gating to the assembled people the laws 
which had been passed during the past 
twelve months. It is a peculiarity of 
Manx legislative procedure that, though 

iis have been passed in due course and 
after full debate through both Houses of 
Parliament, and have received the Royal 
assent, they do not run as the law of 
the land until they have been promulgated 
at an open-air meeting in midsummer at 
Tynwald Hill. 

To-day’s ceremony differed very little 
from any of its predecessors down through 
the years. St. Jolins, as in the past, was 
the chief point of interest for the holiday- 
makers, and they assembled in many 
thousands under the historic old hill, 
brought there by train, motor cars and 
omnibuses, 

CENTURIES OLD CUSTOM, 

The Lieutenant-Governor, legislators and 
distinguished visitors, amongst whom one 
noted Sir Hall Caine, attended Service in 
the church. The installation of a broad- 
casting apparatus enabled the thousands 
outside the building to follow the Service 
and join in the singing of hymns, After- 
wards the Lieutenant-Governor, clad in 
his gorgeous robes of black and. gold. 
preceded by the sword bearer, walked 
along the path to the hill through a 
guard of honour composed of cadets and 
Scouts, mounting to the topmost of four 
tiers, which constituted the Tynwald Hill. 
The Governor, ‘‘ with his visage:to the 
earth,’’ took his seat on a scarlet-covered 
chair, with the Bishop of Man, “ the last 
of the Barons,” beside him. On the tier 
below were the Deemster and his Council : 
below them the members of the House of 
Keys, and below them the clergy, bailiffs 
and members of the Bar. Outside the 
circle were ‘‘ the commoners.”’

plant to which tradition attaches the 
power of warding off evil spirits. The 
quaint ceremony of fencing the court was 
performed by the Chief Coroner, and then 
followed the prcmulgation of enactments, 
summons of which were first read in 
English and then in Manx. Whilst the 
Ven. Archdeacon Kewley, who is a 
splendid Manx scholar, was reading the 
summons in the native language, even an 
ear not too well versed in Irish conld not 
fail to notice a strong resemblance be- 
tween the Manx lore and the Irish 
language. 

There was little of outstanding interest 
in the list of new Acts, but one noted that 
these independent Manx-landers during 
the last year had been concerned with 
international conventions and ratifications 
in measures like the Arbitration (Foreign 
Awards) Act. Then there were méasures 
to extend local government, and to in- 
elude quarries in the scope of the 
Faetories and Workshops (Amendment) 
Act. Another measure is to set up a 
Forestry Board for the promotion of 
afforestation. An Act called the Teare 
Divorce Act brought to the mind that 
there is no law of divorce in the Isle of 
Man, and that parties to secure a dissolu- 
tion of marriage must, after certain pre- 
liminaries in the Law Courts, promote a 
special bill throngh the Manx Legisla- 
ture.

ACQUIRED FOR LONDON 
MUSEUM. 


The ‘ great bed of Ware,” famous in 
English literature, has been acquired for 
the nation through a grant from the 
National Art Collection. Fund, and will go 
to the Victoria and Albert Muscum. 

For many years the bed was in the 
Crown Ínn at Ware, whence it was re- 
moved in 1764 to the Saracen’s Head in 
the same town. During the last half cen- 
tury it has been in a building in the 
yrounds of Rye House, Hoddesdon, famous 
for the plot against Charles II. and the 
Duke of York. 

_ Ben Jonson’s “ silent woman” had a 
jest upon it. A hundred years later Sir 
Henry Chauncy, topographer of Hertford- 
shire, Recorder of the county town, who 
caused a witch to be brought to trial. 
referred to a “ curious traveller,’ who was 
fascinated by its unusual size. He related 
that on one occasion. “ six citizens and 
their wives came from London, and, for a 
‘ frolick,’ were all. accommodated within 
the great bed.” | 

The bed is of Elizabethan workmanship, 
and is eleven feet square. It is richly 
carved with foliage, terminal ficures and 
geometrical oriament in the full style of 
the English Renaissance. It still retains 
traces of the original painted decoration, 
while the back is inlaid with representa- 
tions of classical buildings in various 


coloured woods, and its dimensions far 
exceed those of any other known bédstead.

WOMAN’S STATEMENT

When the Coroner re- 
turned a verdict that death was due to heart 
failure following cancer, while under an 
unzstheti-, a danghter of the dead man, who 
afterwards gave her name as Mrs. Frank Cox, 
rose and asked why her father had had his 
teeth taken out on the Wednesday, and had 
an operation performed at the end of the 
week. Ha had had his teeth out, she de- 
clared, without cocaine. and she wanted to 
know why the operation was performed with- 
out her mother’s consent. the were told, 
she said, that an X-Ray inom ulcers, and 
the doctor had said that if he were operated 
upon he could be cured. 

Dr. Hutchinson, assistant house surgeon, 
said that a second X-Ray examination showed 
a suggestion of cancer. He explained that it 
was left to the patient as a rule to advise 
relatives when an operation was decided 
upon. Mcon had given his permission for the 
operation. 

The woman further declared that her 
father, who was a cripple, had had his stick 
and crutch taken away, and that he had had 
to wait when he arrived at the hospital. 

“1 am afraid,” she added, “that there 
was a lot done there which was not satis- 
factory to us, and our belief is that the 
doctors have done what théy have for an 
experiment, because we all told them that his 
heart was weak and enlarged. I hope patients 
who go in there will have better treatment.” 

The Coroner pointed out that a doctor had 
stated earlier that Moon s heart was small. 

Ir, Lawrence Mears. secretary of the 
hospital, said that the woman had made 
certain allegations against the administration 
and with regard to the treatment of patients, 
and he would undertake to place the whole 
matter before the Board of Management, 
when he hoped that the woman and her 
friends would be invited by the committee 
to lay definitely before them her complaints.
